INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
THURSDAY, SEPTEMBER 18, 1997 - 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

CURRENT SITUATION: Large fire activity continued in the Northern Rockies.
The Southern Area reported one new large fire. Minimal initial attack
activity was reported elsewhere. Very high fire indices continue to be
reported on several units in the Southern California, Western Great Basin
and Northern Rockies Areas.

NORTHERN ROCKIES LARGE FIRES:

HUBBARD, Charles M. Russell NWR. This lightning fire is burning in
Pinyon Juniper and grass approximately 95 miles northeast of Lewistown,
MT. Higher humidities decreased fire activity yesterday morning.

TK, Southern Land Office, Montana State. The fire is burning in grass and
scattered timber 35 miles east of Billings, MT. High winds quickly spread
this fire, causing erratic fire behavior. Full containment was expected
last night.
